Pianting 

Regardless  of  the  source  of  seed  or  qual¬ 
ity,  Experimental  Stations  are  vigorously 
advocating  the  treatment  of  seed  grains  as 
a  preventive  against  smut.  The  disinfect¬ 
ants  used  have  been  found  practically  100% 
effective.  Besides  experiments — particularly 
with  oats  and  barley — have  proven  that 
these  treatments  have  materally  increased 
the  yields. 

According  to  the  “Plant  Disease  Keport- 
er”  of  August  1,  1928,  yields  from  oats  due 
to  smut  were  reduced  approximately  20% 
in  North  Carolina  and  35%  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  The  losses  from  smut  in  small  grains 
are  reaching  tremendous  proportions,  and 
with  such  an  inexpensive  preventive  now 
available,  growers  of  seed  grain  should 
always  use  treated  seed  as  real  crop  In¬ 
surance.

THE  MOST  SATISFACTORY  WINTER  BROOMING  HOUSE  PLANT 

They  will  bloom  in  water  from  six  to  eight  weeks  from  time  of  planting, 
if  not  planted  too  early,  and  are  superior  to  Chinese  Lilies  or  any  other  nar¬ 
cissus  for  growing  in  water.  The  flowers  are  larger,  more  attractive  in  color 
and  very  fragrant.  A  very  unique  and  simple  way  to  grow  them  is  to  place 
six  or  eight  bulbs  in  a  shallow  bowl  with  watr;  support  th  bulbs  with  pebbles, 
and  place  the  bowl  in  the  dark  until  the  roots  have  started,  when  they  should  be 
brought  into  the  light.  Change  the  water  occasionally  to  keep  it  pure.  From 
our  experiments  November,  December  and  January  plantings  give  best  results.
